BRITISH DIRIGIBLE R-100 WILL 
SAIL FOR MONTREAL TONIGHT 


Five Officers and 32 Men Aboard; 
Seven Passengers Book 
Passage.

CARDINGTON,, England, July 
28.—The Air Ministry announced 
this evening that the British dirigi- 
ble R-100 will begin its flight for 
Montfeal at 3:30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning (8:30 p. m., tonight, St. 
Louis time). 

Squadron Leader R. 8S. Booth is 
in command. There are five offi- 
cers and 32 men aboard. This is 
two-thirds of her normal crew. The 
others have gone to Canada to pre- 
pare for reception of the R-100. 

There will be seven passengers 
on the voyage, their identity had 
not been disclosed tonight by Gov- 
ernment officials. Their presence 
will bring the total aboard on her 
flight up to 44 persons, for whom 
food and their supplies for five 
days have been provided, although 
officials expect the trip to be 
completed in three days. 

The announcement said the Brit- 
ish aisship probably will fcllow a 
northerly route across the Atlantic, 
taking its departure by way of the 
north of Ireland. ~

IN SECOND WEEK: 
SEEK MORE FUNDS 


$4692 Left of $8900 Will 
Barely Carry Them Till 
Aug. 13, When Endur- 
ance Record Will Fall. 


MOTOR REPORTED 
RUNNING SMOOTHLY 


Plane Goes to 5000 Feet, 
2000 Above Normal, 
When Lambert Field 
Temperature Reaches 106 


Starting the second week of their 
effort to regain the refueling en- 
durance record, Dale Jackson and 
Forest O'Brine today dropped the 
usual note requesting gasoline and 
oil and reported that the motor of 
their monoplane, The Greater St. 
Louis,-was running smoothly. 

The flyers completed 168 hours 
in the air at 7:11 a. m., ending the 
first week aloft. With their re- 
fueling crew, William Brewster 
and P. Y.* Chaffee, they have 
swung. into the routine of making 
contact, and in smooth air the 
planes are frequently less than 15 
feet apart, Chaffee reported today. 

Due to the extreme heat yester- 
day, a temperature of 106 degrees 


being recorded at the Government 
Weather Station at the field during 
the affernoon, the flyers stayed at 
an altitude of 5000 feet, about 
2000 feet higher than normally, in 
an effort to keep cool. Late in the 
afternoon O'Brine dropped a note 
stating he and Jackson were wor- 
ried over the failure of the Finance 
Committee to raise additional funds 
for the flight and intimating they 
would land before long if ‘more 
money is not received. 
O’Brine’s Note in Part. 

O'Brine’s note read in part as 
follows: “The motor is running 
fine and if it holds out we will land 
on Aug. 21, but it will be before 
then if the people of St. Louis don’t 
contribute some more money. It 
seems a shame to have to land just 
for lack of funds. We think the 
people of $t. Louis should appre- 
ciate the nationwide publicity the 
city is receiving from the flight.” 

A total of $8900 was raised by 
the committee, headed by Joseph 
Heckel, an officer of an oil com- 
pany, before the flight started last 
Monday. The balance to the fly- 
ers’ account in the Bank of Ang- 
lum was reported as $4692 this 
morning by Field Manager Parks. 
The cost of equipping the endur- 
ance and refueling ships was $1450 
and the flight is costing about 
$1000 a week for salaries for the 
refueling crew and observers, and 
fuel. 

Due to an agreement among oil 
companies not to supply fuel gratis 
for record-breaking flights, it is 
necessary to purchase gasoline and 
oil. O’Brine and Jackson have es- 
tablished mo salaries for them- 
selves, gambling on the financial 
return in the event they regain the 
record. 

$4692 May Last Till Aug. 13. 

Barring unforeseen accidents re- 
quiring. a large outlay for repairs 
to the refueling plane, the $4692 
in the bank should carry the fly- 
ers beyond Aug. 13, the day they 
will pass the Hunter ‘brothers’ 
mark if they are still in the air. 
Comparatively little would remain 
for O’Brine and Jackson, who gave 
up assured incomes to make the 
flight. Jackson was leader of the 


and O’Brine was conducting a prof- 
itable sightseeing flight service at 
Lambert Field with the plage now 
béing used as the refueler. 

An effort to learn the flyers’ 
true intentions concerning landing 
will be made today by Field Man- 
ager Parks. “I would like to have 
about 10 -minutes with them,” 
Parks said, “but being unable to do 
that, will write them a letter, re- 
questing a definite statement of 
their intentions.” Parks said he 
did not think there would be any 
opposition on the part of the city 
to a solicitation of funds among 
spectators visiting the Municipal 
airport, but said the city could not 
initiate the action.

Today was the hottest in the last 
29 years, the mercury edging one 
and eight-tenths degrees over yes- 
terday’s high for a reading of 107 
at 4 p. m. : 


start in the forenoon in an appar- 
ent effort to exceed its record of 
107.1, established for St. Louis in 
July, 1901. Standing at 97 at 10 
o'clock, it leaped to 101, 102 and 
105 in the three successive hourly 
readings. This was the third con- 
secutive day of temperatures ex- 
ceeding 100, and the midday tem- 
perature was the highest for that 
hour in 29 years. 

A low humidity, 24 per cent at 
noon, with a nine-mile breeze, 
served to temper the heat. 

However, tne forecast was for 
“probable light showers this after- 
noon and tonight,”” which Forecas- 
ter Roscoe Nunn expected to re- 
duce the temperature. Although 
clear weather for tomorrow is prob- 
able, the forecaster was hopeful 
that the maximum would not ex- 
ceed 90. 

With four deaths superinduced 
by heat, and numerous prostra- 
tions, today was recorded by 
the Government Weather Bureau 
as second in high temperatures 
since the office was established in 
1870.

When the previéus record high 
was established, the Weather Ku- 
reau instruments were in the dome 
of the Federal Building, 111 feet 
above the street. Although the 
instruments now are at an alti- 
tude of 265 feet on the Railway 
Exchange Building, Nunn said the 
difference in readings would not 
have been great because there were 
fewer tall buildings then and in 
both cases, thermometers were 
freely exposed. 

The Government weather station 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field report- 
ed 106 degrees between 2:40 and 
3:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
as a surface temperature. Unoffi- 
cial thermometers at street level 
in the area “of heated walls and 
roofs showed readings varying up 
to 118 degrees. 

Low Humidity, Breeze Help. 

Humidity ranged between 28 and 
51 per cent, being quite low. A 
nine to 12 mile breze also gave 
some relief. 

Swimming pools, parks and other 
places for outdoor recreation were 
filled, although filling station 
managers have reported that gas- 
oline sales have declined during the 
hot weather, few people making 
long: pleasure trips. As usual, 
when the weather is exceptionally 
hot, many persons slept in parks 
or on lawns. 

Weather Bureau records show 
four sustained excessive tempe13- 
tures this year.. On June 22 and 
23, temperatures of 101.4 and 190, 
respectively, were recorded. Be- 
ginning July 4, temperatures rose 
again, reaching 104.2 on Jily 73, 
the heat wave being broken on 
July 13, after 111 deaths bed been 
superinduced by heat. Axain, sn 
July 17 the mercury rose, a five- 
day period of high readings being 
ended with a light shower July ?%1. 
Last Friday, with a maximum of 
98, the fourth heat wave hegan. 

100 or More on Nine Days. 

Since the beginning of the July 
4 heat wave, maximums on only 
five days have been below 96 and 
on nine days readings of 100 or 
more were recorded. The normal 
July maximum in St. Louis is 47.4. 

Only the lightest of showers 
have fallen on three days this 
month and many crops have been 
ruined, | 

The drouth has been common to 
virtually all of the Mississippi Val-

The Court held that Mullanphy, 
a lawyer and onetime Judge, who 
left two-thirds of his estate to rela- 
tives, did not intend that the re- 
maining one-third should ever go 
to the relatives, as he made no pro- 
vision in his will for reversion to 
them, in case the objects of the 
fund should cease. The present 
fund, which has grown from the 
bequest of one-third of the estate, 
is shown in a report of the ad- 
ministering beard last Aug. 31, as 
$988,545.86.

RIO DE JANERIO, July 23.— 


Serious disorders were reported to- 
day from the State of Parahyba, 
whose President, Joae Pessoa, Lib- 
eral caandidate for the Vice Presi- 


dency of Brazil, was assassihated 
Saturday. 

Dispatches received today indi- 
cated one man was killed in the 
disorders and several houses de- 
stroyed by fire. 

The entire State of Parahyba has 
been inflamed over politics since 
the March 1 election in which the 
Liberals were defeated. For more 
than four months Jose Pereira, a 
State Deputy, has been leading 
armed resistance against the Pes- 
soa Government, centering his at- 
tacks near the city of Princeza. 

More than 300 men, some of 
thein rebels and others State police, 
have been killed in clashes. Only 
recently Pereira proclaimed Prin- 
ceza an independent State. 

When news of the killing of Pes- 
soa reached Parahyba late Satur- 
day the populace marched to the 
Government Palace demanding re- 
prisals on the opposition. Vice 
President Alvaro de Carvalho went 
to the window of the palace and 
restored order. 

Dispatches received today, how- 
ever, said the crowds later march- 
ed through the streets firing resi- 
dences and stores owned by the po- 
litical opponents of Pessoa. Many 
of those driven from the burning 
buildings took refuge in the quar- 
ters of the infantry battalion which 
has been policing the city since the 
State police have been fighting 
rebels at Princeza. 

The city of Cabedello also was 
the scene of disorders, partisans of 
Pessoa setting fire to several 
houses owned by his opponents. So 
far as known only one death oc- 
curred, but many persons were in- 
jured in Parahyba City. 

The Province of Parahyba, which 
is on the northeastern extremity of 
Brazil, has a population of about 
1,250,000.

MacDonald is expected to tell the 
court he falsely identified Mooney 
and Billings and gave perjured tes- 
timony at their trials. This testi- 
mony helped convict them. Ten 
persons were killed and 40 injured 
in the bombing. 

In his petition Mooney reviewed 
his case and denied any knowledge 
of or connection with the crime. 
He asked that his application be 
considered apart from Billings’ pe- 
tition. Mooney’s request was sent 
to the Governor. by Attorney 
Frank P. Walsh.

tc a certain extent. Of some vil- 
lages, nothing except piles of lum- 
ber, stone and mortar dust remains, 
They will have to be reconstructed, 
but in the rebuilding some of the 
picturesque character of ancient 
Italian communities will be sacri- 
ficed to safety. 

For example, there is Melfi. This 
city, before the earthquake last 
Wednesday, perched prettily upon 
a volcanic hill. A new Melfi must 
arise, but it will lie in the valley 
below, along a river, where tests 
have proved shocks are less likely 
to be felt.

Work began today on the rebuild- 
ing of the 10,000 houses destroyed 
or * damaged in tour provinces 
stricken, and fcr the first time 
since Wednesday thousands of 
workmen wielded hammer and saw 
instead of extricating bodies of the 
hundreds killed when their dwell. 
ings tumbled about them. 

There are no indications that the 
official figures on the earthquake 
toll announced Saturday, 2143 dead 
and 4551 injured, will increase 
greatly.

About Half Found to Have Defective iat 
and Many Faulty Lights—Even New 
Ones Failto Pass... 


The serenity of many motorists 
who pride themselves on the me- 
chanical perfection of their auto- 
moblies was rudely shattered last 
week at the automobile testing 
lanes conducted by the Automobile 


Club of Missouri. 

Of 4655 vehicles to run the 
gauntlet of scientific testing ma- 
ehines which detect automatically 
every hidden defect, cnly 596 were 
satisfactory in every respect. Nearly 
haif had defective brakes and 
more than half had bad headlights. 
Poor wheel alignment, faulty steer- 
ing mechanism, bad stoplights and 
noiseless horns were common faults. 

Each driver was given a card re- 
cording the results of the test and 
advised that the defects must be 
remedied before he may receive the 
“O K” sticker placed on machines 
found to be in proper . condition. 
The free lanes, at 4300 North 
Kingshighway, 6000 South Kings- 
highway and Claytcn and Big Bend 
roads will remain in operation until 
Friday evening. 

Mechanics have charge of the 
testing machines, but the machines 
do all the work. A machine re 
sembling a miniature gasoline fil)- 
ing station pump, the glass con- 
tainer holding four transparent 
tubes, is used to test brakes. The 
brakes are applied as the car rolls 
on a 10-foot strip of steel plates by 
the “pump.” Immediately a red 
fluid shoots up in each of.the fcur 
tubes. Each tube represents a 
brake and the height the fluid 
rises shows the condition of the 
brakes. 

A similar arangement of plates— 
steel with sprirgs and a vacuum 
arrangement under them—is used 
in testing the wheel alignment. A 
recording instrument, ‘looking like 
&@ penny scale, records the slightest 
side slip, in terms of feet per mile. 

Lights are tested with two little 
machines, resembling the picture 
machines in a penny arcade, which 
are placed against each headlight. 
A diagram seen through a slot in 
the machine depicts the focus and

OTTAWA, July 28.—After a 


58-day campaign, Canada’s 4,000,- 
000 voters cast ballots today in the 
Dominion’d seventeenth general 
election for the 245 members of 
the next House of Commons. 


Seeking to add at least 34 to 
their 90 seats in the House in an 
effort to oust the Liberals, who 
have held sway for 12 years, the 
Conservatives have emphasized the 
issues of the tariff and unemploy- 
ment. Led by R. B. Bennett, the 
Conservative party has demanded 
a high tariff as a measure of re- 
taliation against the new United 
States tariff. 

Premier W. lL. Mackenzie King, 
Liberal, has urged the importance 
of imperial trade preference as em. 
bodied in the budget of Finance 
Minister Dunning. The main ob- 
ject of the Government's trade pol- 
icy, he said in his final campaign 
address, is extension of trade with- 
in the British Empire and widening 
British trade preference. This bud- 
get recently increased tariffs on 
goods from the United States to 
the extent of the United States 
tariff on similar goods from Can- 


ada. 
Tax Reduction Issue. 

Two other issues which the Pre- 
mier stressed in al] his speeches 
were the reductions effected by his 
Government in taxes and the na- 
tional debt and the high caliber of 
representatives the Libera] Govern- 
ment was prepared to send to the 
coming impefial economic confer- 
ence.

The number of candidates is 544, 
of whom 230 are Conservatives and 
223 are Liberala.

Progressives, one United Farmer 
and one Progressive. 

Electioneering by radio has been 
a feature of a Deminion general 
election for the first time. 


Claims of Rival Parties. 


In the last Parliament when the 
Liberals had elected their speaker, 
they were one short of a majority. 
Their relations with nine Liberal- 
Progressives were so close that the 
Government could alway count on 
a working majority. At dissolu- 
tion, the standing of parties was: 
Liberals 123, Conservatives 90, 
Liberal-Progressives 9, Progres- 
sives 7, Independents 2, United 
Farmers of Alberta 11, Labor 3. 
Total, 245. 

To get a bare majority, Liberals 
today must make a net gain of one 
seat; Conservatives, a net gain of 
34 seats. Liberals estimate they 
will have 141 seats. This, after 
election of a speaker would mean a 
majority of 36. The Conservative 
claim is a minimum of 134 seats. 
This, after election of a speaker, 
would give a majority of 22.

CHANGSHA ATTACKED: 
FOREIGNERS LEAVING 


Communist Army Reported to 
Have Burned Part of 
Chinese City. . 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, July 28.—Foreign- 


ers fled aboard American, British 
and Japanese gunboats at Chang- 
sha, capital of Hunan Province, 


today as a communist horde} 


poured into the city. The Reds 
are reported to have looted and 
burned a portion of Changsha. 
Only a few foreigners, including 
three American missionaries, re- 


fused to leave. Lying in the Siang 
River the foreign gunboats offered 
a refuge to their nationals as the 
Reds swept into the walled city of 
half a million population. 

Changsha, recently captured by 
rebels from*Kwangsi Province and 
retaken by the Nationalists, fell to- 
day when communists took advan- 
tage of thinning Nationalist forces 
to provide for operations against 
Northern alliance rebels in Honan 
and Shantung provinces. 

The red army is reported to have 
captured Nanchang, capital . of 
Kiangsi Province, and to be within 
15 miles of Kiukiang. 


U, S$. VESSELS CARRY 41 PCT. 
OF AMERICAN SHIPPING 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Thirty 
nations competed for world steam- 
ship traffic to and from the Unit- 
ed States in 1928-1929, but the 
Shipping Board estimates. that 


American vessels carried 41 per 
cent of the total tonnage. In a 
report yesterday, the board said 
“American ships 2re holding their 
own in competing for cargoes of 
the foreign commerce” of the Unit- 
ed States. « 

The percentage of the total car- 
go tonnage in this trade carried by 
American vessels was the same in 
1929 as in 1928, but the board pre- 
dicted that “the new construction 
program now under way and pro- 
jected will facilitate the services 
now operating under the American 
flag and it is anticipated that a 
substantial increase in the car- 
riage of both passengers and 
freight will result with the placing 
of these modern ships in our es- 
tablished services.” 

The board estimated that Unit- 
ed States vessels obtained one-third 
of the $1,100,000,000 cost of trans- 
porting passengers and cargoes in 
the American foreign trade. 


TWO STUDENTS KILLED WHEN 
MOTORCYCLE AND AUTO COLLIDE 


Youths Returning From Wheat 
Harvest to Rolla in Crash 
Near Boonville. 
BOONVILLE, Mo., July 28.— 
Harold E. Mix, 20 year old, of 
Central City, Ky., was killed, and 
Carol Lee Stuart, 20, was fatally 
injured when their motor cycle 
collided with an automobile on 
United States Highway No. 40, 20 
miles west cf here, yesterday after- 

noon. 

The boys, students in the Mis- 
souri School of Mines at Rolla, 
were returning to Rolla, from 
Dresden, Kan., where they had 
worked in the harvest fields. 


The automobile with which they | 


collided was driven by James A. 
Keller of Fairbury, Ill, who said 
he was on the way to Kansas City. 
Neither Keller nor a hitch hiker 
riding with him was injured. At 
a Ccroner’s inquest Keller said the 
motor cycle which Mix was driving 
was weaving from cne side’ of the 
road to the other, as though out of 


control. He tried tc avoid the mo- 
tor cycle, he said, but collided 
head-on with it. Stuart died 


in a hospital here.

CULTURAL REVOLUTION 
PLANNED BY RUSSIA 


‘Soviet Union. Proposes to 
Eradicate Illiteracy Com- 
pletely by 1935. 


| By-the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, July 28.—For the 


first time in the history of Russia, 
laws requiring the education of all 
children between the ages of 8 and 
15 will be enforced throughout the 
Soviet Union, beginning this fall. 
The Government hopes by 1935 to 
eradicate illiteracy completely 
among the 150,000,000 population. 

Sixty thousand additional teach- 
ers will be required and the Gov- 
ernment has announced that new 
pedagogical training schools will 
be established. A large number of 
new educational institutions will be 
built and churches, monastaries 
and houses confiscated from the 
Kulaks or wealthy peasants will be 
converted into schools. 

As part of this new “cultural 
revolution,” as the Soviet press de- 
scribes the movement, a large num- 
ber of the new teachers will be 
communists,’ Instruction to the 
young will be based largely upon 
the teachings of Marx, Engels and 
Lenin. The papers also say that in 
time all of Russia’s children will 
be communists. The League to 
Communist Youth will supply 20,- 
000 candidates yearly for the teach- 
er’s courses. 

The teaching of practical trades 
and handicrafts will form a regu- 
lar part of the children's education 
so that when they graduate they 
will be prepared to accept positions 
in various Soviet ind es and 
factories.

Dur- 
ing the last two years we taught 
13,000,000 illiterate adults to read 
and write.”
